Board member Shawn 
Nordheim said that the cer¬ 
tified schedule possessed 
certain pockets of favorit¬ 
ism that she found unset¬ 
tling. 

Board member William 
Verax said that he dis¬ 
agreed with the use of the 
word, favoritism, because 
it sounded like something 
under the table and he 
didn’t believe that to be 
true. 

Superintendent Strong 
addressed the concerns 
brought up by board mem¬ 
bers Mullins and Nord¬ 
heim. “During the past 
three years district staff 
and I had presented to the 
board for approval a salary 
schedule format that gives 
certified staff a step 
increase each year. In the 
past our schedule was a 


combination of individual 
steps and blocks (that con¬ 
sisted of multiple year, 
10-14, 14-19, etc.). The 
reason for this change was 
to make our schedule com¬ 
parable to other school dis¬ 
tricts in the region,” said 
Strong. 

Board Member Tony 
Spence asked “Why can’t 
we go ahead and run this 
out and stop communicat¬ 
ing to people that they are 
going to get a $4,000 raise 
when we know they 
won’t?” Strong replied that 
you could make the change 
but the cost would be more 
than what he wanted to 
recommend. The way we 
are adjusting may take 
time, but it is the most 
affordable method to main¬ 
tain control of salaries. 

After further discussion 
it was stated that all 


employees were receiving 
the 1% mandated by the 
state and a step increase 
equal to 1% by the district, 
but in some cases, the 
amount was far less than 
they anticipated due to 
staff looking at the current 
schedule and assuming 
that they would automati¬ 
cally get the next year 
number. In no case did 
anyone not get a raise. 
Also classified staff mem¬ 
bers got a raise of 1% and 
any step increase that was 
due to them on the sched¬ 
ule. 

Shawn Nordheim said 
she was also concerned 
about the proposed hiring 
of two administrators to fill 
the single position of 
Director of Curriculum

said that the Director of 
Special Programs should be 
transitioned into one of 
those administrative posts. 
This, she said, would be 
more fiscally responsible. 
Superintendent Strong 
reminded the board mem¬ 
bers that it was approved in 
April to develop a transition 
plan to improve the Gifted 
and Talented program for 
the district. Part of the 
approval was for the super¬ 
intendent to report back his 
plan to the board. The addi¬ 
tion of the position was 
partly due to plan so that 
other staff could eventually 
transition to helping 
improve G/T work so that a 
second G/T teacher would 
be hired in 2015-16 and 
that an administrator posi¬ 
tion would be eliminated at 
that time. Mr. Strong shared 
with the paper that his plan 
for G/T and the additional 
curriculum position would 
be a savings to the district of 
$25,000 over a two year 
period based upon who is 
hired. 

Nordheim made a 
motion that the approval of 
the salary schedules be bro¬ 
ken into three separate votes: 
Administrative, Certified 
and Classified. Her motion 
immediately died for the 
lack of a second. 

Superintendent Strong 
recommended that the sala¬ 
ry schedules be approved as 
presented.

I suppose all of you have 
been pretty busy the last few 
weeks. I know it isn’t any 
fun with all that work. 

Since the invasion has 
started maybe the war won’t 
last too long now. I look 
forward to being home 
sometime in 45. 

Well that is about all I 
know for now so I’ll close. 
Be good and maybe I’ll see 
you before too long. So long 
and good luck.

Bella received her Upsee 
on Wednesday, May 28 and 
it was a hit from the first 
trial walk. “Bella loves being 
able to walk around the 
same way her brother, Kam¬ 
den, does, and walk outside 
as opposed to riding in her 
Kid Kart Wheelchair,” 
shared Jenna.

Our Water System recently violated a drinking water standard. Although this incident was NOT an emergency, 
as our customers, you have a right to know what happened and what we are doing to correct this situation. 

We routinely monitor for the presence of drinking water contaminants. Testing results from 7/1/2013 to 
9/30/2013 show that our system exceeds the standard or maximum contaminant level (MCL), for HAA5. The 
standard for HAA5 is 0.060 mg/L. It is determined by averaging all the samples collected at each sampling 
location for the past 12 months. The level of HAA5 averaged at one of our system’s locations for July 2013 to 
Sept. 2013 was 0.063 mg/L. 

What should I do? 

There is nothing you need to do. You do not need to boil your water or take other corrective actions. If a situa¬ 
tion arises where the water is no longer safe to drink, you will be notified within 24 hours. 

Some people are more sensitive to contaminants in drinking water than the general population. If you have a 
compromised immune system, or other reason to believe that you may be at greater risk than normal, please 
contact your healthcare professional about drinking this water. 

What does this mean? 

This is not an emergency. If it had been an emergency, you would have been notified within 24 hours. 

HAA5 are five haloacetic acid compounds which form when disinfectants react with natural organic matter in 
the water. “People who drink water containing haloacetic acids in excess of the MCL over many years may have 
an increased risk of getting cancer.” 

What is being done? 

The sampling location that currently exceeds the MCL for HAA5 is served solely by the City of Falmouth’s 
water treatment plant. The City is analyzing our water source, treatment techniques, and disinfection practices 
in order to determine the best alternatives for reducing the formation of HAA5. The City will routinely issue 
updates to inform its customers.

Inspection Period 

For The Property Tax Assessment Roll 

The Pendleton County real property tax roll will be opened for inspection 
from June 9th to June 23rd, 2014. Under the supervision of the property 
valuation administrator or one of the deputies, any person may inspect 
the tax roll. 

This is the January 1,2014, assessment on which state, county and school 
taxes for 2014 will be due about October 1, 2014. 

The tax roll is in the office of the property valuation administrator in the 
county courthouse and may be inspected between the hours 8 a.m. and 4 
p.m., Monday thru Friday and 8:30 a.m. to noon on Saturday. 

Any taxpayer desiring to appeal an assessment on real property made by 
the PVA must first request a conference with the PVA ora designated dep¬ 
uty. The conference may be held prior to or during the inspection period. 

Any taxpayer still aggrieved by an assessment on real property, after the 
conference with the PVA or designated deputy, may appeal to the county 
board of assessment appeals. 

The taxpayer can appeal his assessment by filing in person or sending a 
letter or other written petition stating the reasons for appeal, identifying 
the property and stating the taxpayers opinion of the fair cash value of 
the property. 

The appeal must be filed with the county clerks office no later than one 
work day following the conclusion of the inspection period. 

Any taxpayer failing to appeal to the county board of assessment appeals, 
or failing to appear before the board, either in person or by designated 
representative, will not be eligible to appeal directly to the Kentucky Board 
of Tax Appeals. 

Appeals of personal property assessments shall not be made to the county 
board of assessment appeals. Personal property taxpayers shall be served 
notice under the provisions of KRS 132.450(4) and shall have the protest 
and appeal rights granted under the provisions of KRS 131.110, 

The following steps should be taken when a taxpayer does not agree with 
the assessed value of personal property as determined by the office of prop¬ 
erty valuation administrator. 

(1) He must list under protest (for certification) what he believes to be the 
fair cash value of his property. 

(2) He must file a written protest directly with the Department of Rev¬ 
enue, Office of Property Valuation within 30 days from the date of the 
notice of assessment. 

(3) This protest must be in accordance with KRS 131.110. 

( 4) The final decision of the Department of Revenue may be appealed to 
the Kentucky Board of Tax Appeals.

Rebecca Ammerman competes 
in 2014 Boston Marathon

Rebecca Ammerman 
proudly represented Fal¬ 
mouth, Kentucky in the 
118th Boston Marathon. 
“The Boston Marathon 
2014 was so amazing!,” 
exclaimed Rebecca. “The 
experience started for me on 
Sunday, the day before the 
marathon, at the number 
pick up expo. Dick Hoyt, of 
Team Hoyt, was there. He is 
such an inspirational person, 
and I not only got to meet 
Dick Hoyt, but he actually 
hugged me!” 

She says the Boston Mar¬ 
athon, her 24th full mara¬ 
thon, was not like any other 
race she’d ever participated 
in. Starting in Wave 2, Coral 
9, she was in the center of 
36,000 runners. Thousands 
of people were rows deep, 
cheering loudly and encour¬ 
aging the runners, for the 
full 26.2 miles of the race. 

Security was everywhere, 
police in uniform, police out 
of uniform, U.S. Marshalls, 
and military were every¬ 
where. “The race was very 
secure and very organized. 
Not for one second did I feel 
scared,” said the enthuised 
runner. 

As she ran, Rebecca 
thought of all the hard work 
and determination it had 
taken for her to get there. 
What started in 2003 as an 
effort to get in better physi¬ 
cal condition and improve 
her overall health had 
become a road of challenges 
for her. It was during her 
first years of running, that 
she first heard about the 
Boston Marathon. A run 
that was then a far distance 
away. 

What she heard was that 
it was a race for elite runners 
and that not just anybody 
could sign up and run it, but 
that you had to qualify- 
meaning you had to run a 
marathon (26.2 miles) in a 
set time determined for your 
age and gender in order to 
get in. The time Rebecca 
needed to qualify was 3:45 
(three hours, 45 minutes). 

Running her first mara¬ 
thon at 5:17 and cutting 
that time down to 4:04 by 
2009 made her believe the 
impossible dream of qualify¬ 
ing for the Boston Mara¬ 
thon was a reality. Increas¬ 
ing her running and train¬ 
ing, while working a full 
time job and raising a teen¬ 
ager, she pushed for her 
goal. In 2010, Rebecca had 
a setback caused from the 
intense training. 

Having to start over in 
2011, she was able to run 
the Columbus Marathon in 
the fall and still had the 
dream of running the Bos¬

ton Marathon. In October 
of 2012, Rebecca ran the 
Steamtown Marathon in 
Scranton, Pennsylvania in a 
time just four minutes and 
42 seconds shy of her need¬ 
ed time for Boston. She fol¬ 
lowed that up at the Indy 
Marathon just three weeks 
later with a time close but 
not close enough. There 
were those who thought she 
should give up on her dream 
of Boston. But she wasn’t 
quite ready to throw in the 
towel. 

On Saturday, February 
16, Rebecca ran the Myrtle 
Beach Marathon in a time of 
3:43:51, one minute and 
nine seconds faster than 
needed to qualify for the 
Boston Marathon. This was 
her first qualifying mara¬ 
thon, but because of the 
bombings, to be able to par¬ 
ticipate in Boston 2014, a 
faster than qualifying time 
by 1 minute 36 seconds was 
required. She pushed herself 
and was able to qualify Lou¬ 
isville, San Diego, and Mar¬ 
quette. The marathon that 
she ran in Marquette, Mich¬ 
igan was the marathon that 
sealed the deal for her, a 
qualifying time of 3:31:43. 
Her dream was going to 
happen. 

Monday, April 21, 
Rebecca reaped the reward 
of her years of training and 
pushing herself to excel. 
Supported by her best 
friend, Traci, and thousands 
of strangers, she ran the race 
of a lifetime. After the race, 
she and Traci were walking 
down the streets of Boston 
with people calling out 


words of praise. A Red Sox 
game had just let out and 
they were walking into 
crowds of people from the 
game. Rebecca was wrapped 
in foil with her medal hung 
round her neck. 

“It was like almost every¬ 
one was cheering for me 
again!” shared Rebecca. “I 
even heard one girl say, 
‘You’re my hero!’ Wow! They 
had no idea who I was or 
how I did, but they were 
making me feel like a com¬ 
plete rock star!” 

As we past restaurants, 
people were sitting outside 
to eat and they were cheer¬ 
ing for me too, offering to 
buy me food or something 
to drink. The people couldn’t 
have been any more appre¬ 
ciative to have runners there 
to run their marathon.” 

Even more importantly 
was the message she got 
from her family. They’d been 
watching the marathon on 
television and seen her there. 
Her mother told her that she 
and her father were proud of 
her. 

“To hear that, and to 
know that my sisters were 
proud of me, and to be able 
to have my best friend there 
with me made the Boston 
Marathon experience the 
BEST experience of my 
life.” 

Running the 2014 mara¬ 
thon with timing that quali¬ 
fied her for the 2015 Boston 
Marathon, this was an expe¬ 
rience to hopefully be 
repeated. Once again, Fal¬ 
mouth’s “rock star” runner 
will be making the home 
folks Kentucky Proud.

Heat’s effect on older adults 


Summer is upon us, and 
temperatures are beginning to 
heat up. While that may be 
welcome news for many, com¬ 
binations of high humidity 
and excessive heat can be dan¬ 
gerous for others, especially 
older adults. 

When a person’s body can¬ 
not properly cool itself, it 
increases the risks for heat- 
related illnesses. Older adults 
are more susceptible to hyper¬ 
thermia, a common heat- 
related illness that results in a 
dangerously high body tem¬ 
perature. The most common 
form of hyperthermia is heat¬ 
stroke. Heatstroke occurs 
when a person’s body temper¬ 
ature reaches 104 degrees 
Fahrenheit or higher. Pro¬ 
longed exposure to hot tem¬ 
peratures and high humidity, 
existing health problems, 
some medications and being 
older increase the risk of heat¬ 
stroke. When body tempera¬ 
ture rises above 107 degrees, it 
can be fatal. 

Older adults are more sus¬ 
ceptible to hyperthermia, 
because sweat glands, which 
normally help regulate the 
body’s temperature, often 
diminish in number, while 
those remaining may not 
function as well. This slows 
older adults’ ability to proper¬ 
ly regulate their temperature. 
Certain medical conditions 
common to old age such as 
diabetes, dehydration, and 
heart, kidney and central ner¬ 
vous systems diseases can fur¬ 
ther decrease the body’s ability 
to regulate temperature. Nor¬ 
mal age-related skin changes 
can also make it more difficult 
for older adults to regulate 
their body temperature and 
adjust to extreme heat. 

Older adults are at addi¬ 
tional risks for heat-related ill¬ 
nesses, if they are overweight, 
underweight, drink alcoholic 
beverages, live in homes with¬ 
out fans or air conditioners, 
go outside on hot and humid 


days, and overdress or wear 
the wrong type of fabrics in 
hot weather. 

On hot, humid days, older 
adults are highly encouraged 
to stay inside in an air-condi¬ 
tioned or well-ventilated 
building. It is important to 
note that fans alone may not 
produce enough cooling effect 
on extremely hot days to help 
individuals regulate body tem¬ 
perature. Those without air 
conditioners should take cool 
baths or showers and seek 
accommodations that offer 
cool air, such as the home of a 
family member or friend, a 
church or a community cen¬ 
ter. Other air-conditioned 
places that can help a person 
escape from the heat include 
malls, grocery stores, public 
libraries or heat-relief shelters. 

Individuals can also reduce 
their risk for heat-related ill¬ 
nesses by limiting outdoor 
physical activity on hot days 
to the early morning or late 
evening, wearing light-weight, 
light colored and loose fitting 
clothes, wide-brimmed hats 
and sunscreen. Those who 
must work outdoors during 
extremely hot and humid 
weather should take frequent 
breaks if possible in a shaded 
area. 

Regardless of age, it is 
never a good idea to sit or stay 
in a vehicle on a hot day. Tem¬ 
peratures inside an enclosed 
parked car can get as much as 
19 degrees warmer than the 
outside temperature in just 10 
minutes and reach 43-50 
degrees warmer than outdoors 
within an hour. 

It is always important to 
check on older friends, rela¬ 
tives and neighbors during 
extreme heat to make sure 
they are weathering the heat 
well.

How to prevent insect problems 
in stored wheat 


It’s usually much cheaper 
to prevent a problem on the 
farm than to fix one. 

This experience certainly 
applies to insect infestations 
in stored wheat. Under the 
right environmental condi¬ 
tions, even small infestations 
can grow to profit-robbing 
proportions that cost you 
hundreds or even thousands 
of dollars in pest treatment 
expenses or elevator discounts. 

The best way to avoid 
insect problems in stored 
wheat is to follow preventive 
management practices from 
harvest until you deliver the 
crop for sale. These steps 
include conscientious equip¬ 
ment management before, 
during and after harvest and 
good sanitation practices. 
Other safeguards are thor¬ 
oughly drying the crop, timely 
aeration, and freque 
checking grain condition. 

Your first step is to thor¬ 
oughly clean all equipment 
that wheat will pass through 
from the field to the storage 
bin. This list includes com¬ 
bines, grain carts, trucks or 
gravity wagons, dump pits, 
transport augers or bucket 
elevators, hopper tanks, dry¬ 
ers, conveyors and storage 
bins. Use a small, wet-dry 
vacuum cleaner for hard-to- 
reach ledges and other areas 
on this equipment. 

If you used a high-pressure 
sprayer or compressed air to 
clean combines and hauling 
vehicles last fall, inspect them 
for places you might have 
missed during cleaning. Pay 
close attention to areas in the 
rear of the combine where 
insects could overwinter in 
small pockets of debris or 
grain dust. Also remove grain 
dust that might have accumu¬ 
lated in the corners of hauling 
vehicle beds. 

If you plan to use the first 
load of wheat to clean han¬ 
dling equipment, be sure to 
keep this grain separate and 
sell it soon after harvest no 
matter what the price. It’s bet¬ 
ter to lose a few cents on sev¬ 
eral hundred bushels than risk 
infecting an entire bin of 
wheat worth several thousand 
dollars. 

Alternatively, you may 
choose to treat the first load of 
wheat with a grain protectant. 
This will help control insects 
in the incoming wheat, and 
aid in prevention of move¬ 
ment of insects upward from 
beneath the perforated floor. 
Though using a grain protec¬ 
tant can be expensive, choos¬ 
ing to treat the first and last 
loads can be a good invest¬ 
ment. Insecticides labeled for 
this use are listed at the end of 
ENT- 47, Insecticide Recom¬ 
mendations for Small Grains, 
found online at: http://pest, 
ca. uky. edu/EXT/Rees/ 


ENT47-SmallGrain.pdf or at 
your county extension office. 
Always follow insecticide label 
use and storage instructions. 

The most cost-effective 
way to protect stored grain 
from insects is to follow good 
sanitation practices in and 
around the bin. Use a broom, 
shovel and wet-dry vacuum to 
thoroughly clean the bin and 
apply an insecticide to all inte¬ 
rior surfaces before adding 
wheat to the bin. This very 
important step goes a long 
way to protect grain from 
insects during the first few 
critical months of storage. 

Always follow insecticide 
label use and storage instruc¬ 
tions. Remember that some 
products require a time delay 
between spraying and putting 
grain into the storage bin. 

The few hours of time and 
energy you spend on cleaning 
and sanitation will go much 
further than other more costly 
options. 

Here are some more prac¬ 
tices for economical insect 
control in stored wheat: Har¬ 
vest wheat at a manageable 
moisture level for your partic¬ 
ular operation. Harvest at a 
moisture level of 15 percent or 
lower if heated-air drying isn’t 
available. 

Adjust combines before 
and during harvest to reduce 
kernel damage and limit trash. 

Dry wheat to 12.5 percent 
moisture content if you plan 
to hold it a month or longer. 

Clean wheat before storing 
it. 

Unload enough wheat to 
form an inverted cone in the 
top of the bin to provide uni¬ 
form air flow through the 
grain. 

If you’ve had consistent 
problems with Indian meal 
moth, you might want to 
apply an approved cap-out 
treatment to the top 12 inches 
of wheat. 

Frequently inspect stored 
wheat for insect activity and 
changes in temperature or 
moisture. 

Use fans to cool stored 
wheat after drying as soon as 
possible in September and at 
least once a month during the 
fall to cool grain below 55 
degrees Fahrenheit. 

Fumigate by an approved 
applicator only when sanita¬ 
tion, proper drying and aera¬ 
tion fail to control insect 
activity. 

Following these preventa¬ 
tive management practices 
requires a lot of work and dili¬ 
gence, but your rewards will 
be fewer insect problems dur¬ 
ing storage and lower dis¬ 
counts when you sell the 
grain.
